INTRODUCTION 

TO THE 

SEVEN AGAINST THEBES. 



Laius, the son of Labdacus, king of Thebes, married 
Jocasta (according to other accounts, Euryclea or Epicaste), 
tlie daughter of Creon (Dtod. Sic. iv. 64), or Menceceus 
(Phcen. 10). Vexed at his want of offspring, he consulted 
the oracle of Apollo, by which he was admonished to avoid 
procreation, ^schylus asserts that he was thrice warned 
that, if he died childless, his country would be safe and 
thriving. Others (ApoUodor. iii. 5, 7), say that it was fore- 
told that his son would be a parricide, and that his whole 
house would be defiled with bloodshed (Schol. on Phcen. 
13). 

Laius disobeyed the oracle, and the birth of CBdipus was 
the consequence. The child was exposed on Mount Cithse- 
ron, but being preserved by an old shepherd, he eventually 
came to Thebes, where, having solved the riddle proposed ^ 
by the Sphinx, he received as a reward the hand of his 
nother Jocasta. Wlien he became conscious of this un-

INTRODUCTION. 

By Jocasta, according to the tragedians, CEdipus had 
Antigone, Ismene, Eteocles and Polynices. Various ac- 
counts are given of, the reasons which led him to imprecate 
the fearful curse on his sons, the fulfilment of which forms 
the groundwork of this play, ^schylus attributes it ta 
their undue desire to grasp at the kingdom after his exile 
from Thebes. (See, however, the note on vs. 786). 

^schylus, moreover, supposes CEdipus to have died be- 
fore his sons, but Sophocles and Euripides both make him 
survive them, while, according to Sophocles, he exulted at 
their destruction, agreeably to the terms of his horrid prO' 
phecy. ^ 

With the view, however, of evading the curse of their 
father, the two brothers agreed to reign by turns at Thebes, 
the other absenting himself for a given season. Polynices, 
according to his age*, obtained the first turn, and, in due 
time, gave up the kingdom to his brother. But Eteocles^ 
after his time of reigning had e^tpired, refused to allow his 
brother to resume the government. Upon this, Polynices 
sought the aid of Adrastus, king of Argos, whose daughter 
he married, on rendition of receiving his assistance toward* 
being reinstated in his kingdom. With this view he lays 
siege to Thebes with a considerable army. 

The plot of the play, as conceived by iEsehylus, is of the 
utmost simplicity, and is indeed rather lyric than dramatic 
(Herm. Opusc. ii. p. 312), the narrative portion beiug quite 
subservient to the Choruses, and the catastrophe being 
brought on without any aim at the continuous,^ but gradual 
developement of incidents.

The play commences at early dawn. Eteocles expresses 
his determination to withstand the invasion of the Argives 
to the utmost, when a messenger enters (39 sqq.), who 
informs him that seven chieftains of the opposite side have 
sworn an oath to capture the city, or perish in the attempt, 
and exhorts Eteocles to choose another "seven champions'* 
to resist them. After a prayer in which he invokes the 
assistance of the gods, even to the Erinnys of his father (70), 
the Chorus enter, and hewail the horrors of war, and the 
siifTerings that impend the city (78 — 180). Eteocles enters

Antigone, his sister (1026), boldly avows her deter- 
mination to honour her brother's remains, and the Chorus 
separate, one portion of them determining to abet the noble 
intention of Antigone.
